Hazardous Weather 

Scattered showers and thunderstorms are expected again 

today. Lightning and gusty winds will be the primary 

hazards. Summer weekends are for outdoor activities, but 

it's important to be weather-ready. Storms can develop 

quickly. Move indoors immediately if lightning is seen or 

thunder is heard. If storms threaten, boaters should seek 

safe harbor. Even if a storm isn't severe, outflow winds can 

capsize small crafts. These winds may extend many miles 

from the parent thunderstorm. Keep a weather radio on 

your boat for the latest updates 

A stationary front draped across central Louisiana and the 

sea breeze front pushing North from the gulf will interact to 

produce scattered to numerous showers and 

thunderstorms throughout the day. Highs will climb to 

around 90 prior to thunderstorm development. Winds will 

be from the Northeast to Southeast at 5 mph 



Hazardous Weather 

Today will be a typical summer day in Southeast Texas; 

early day scattered showers and storms developing near 

the coast with further inland development later in the day. 

Showers and thunderstorms expected across portions of 

the Rio Grande Valley and Deep South Texas this morning, 

as well as across the adjacent waters of the lower Texas 

coast. Rain may be heavy at times. Mariners can expect 

smooth conditions building to a light chop on the bay with 

Gulf seas of 2 feet or less with higher seas near any 

thunderstorms. 



Hazardous Weather 

Below normal temperatures are expected again today, with 

scattered showers and thunderstorms this afternoon into 

this evening. Severe weather is not expected, though 

storms could produce heavy rainfall, which could lead to 

localized flash flooding concerns. In addition to the heavy 

rain, frequent lightning and gusty winds will also be 

possible

Hazardous Weather 

Moist easterly winds will again fuel showers and thunderstorms 

today, especially on the Caprock. Highs will be in the mid 80s to 

lower 90s under partly to mostly cloudy skies
